Arendtsville Citizen Is 
Strongly 
Indors­ 
ed To Oppose 
Congressman 
Menges. 


‘‘Opposition to the renomination of 
Congressman Franklin Menges, of the 
York-Adams 
district, 
is 
likely 
to 
develop during the coming week,” the- 
York Dispatch said in a prominently 
displayed story Saturday evening, un­ 
der a Gettysburg dateline. “The con­ 
gressman has started his nominating 
petitions in circulation for a third 
term, but Republicans in Adams coun­ 
ty say there is no general response to 
his desire for another term,” the Dis­ 
patch adds* 
This statement is regarded by those 
who follow things political as signifi­ 
cant because of the fact that it comes 
through the 
official 
mouthpiece of 
State Treasurer Samuel S. Lewis, who 
is charged with responsibility for the 
delivery of the Republican vote in his 
home district of York 
and 
Adams 
counties by the Republican state or­ 
ganization, they say. 
Relieve Repudiated 
“For Mr. Lewis' official mouthpiece 
in the district to throw cold water on 
the candidacy of Mr. Menges for a 
third term lends weight to the politi­ 
cal rumors that Mr. Lewis washed his 
hands of Mr. Menges when the latter 
refused to consider his recommenda­ 
tions in the matter of appointment of 
a postmaster at Gettysburg,” is the 
way one active Adams county polit!- 
cian summed the m atter up today for 
a Times reporter. 
“The chief opposition to the present 
congressman is based on his lack of 
disposition to cooperate with the lead­ 
ers of Adams county, not only in mak­ 
ing political appointments but also in 
solving political problems,” continues 
the York Dispatch article. 
Those on the “inside” of Republican 
politics generally say that Mr. Menges 
was elected to 
congress 
originally 
largely through the support given him 
in the district 
by 
State 
Treasurer 
Lewis. 
He always had the opposition 
of “the Miller-Oyler-Koser wing” of 
the Republican party in Adams county, 
it is pointed out, but even though he 
lost Adams county the last time he 
was a candidate the support he recciv 
ed in York county, largely through the 
influence of Treasurer Lewis, was suffi­ 
cient to give him a nice majority in 
the district over the late Samuel Glat- 
felter, his Democratic o p p o n e n t. 
It was after the last election that 
Cogressman Menges sprung a couple 
surprises in postoffice appointments, 
acting solely upon his own judgment, 
he told friends at the time. 
Jacob* Is Urged 
On the other hand, Luther Deat- 
rick, Baltimore street, and John black, 
Cumberland township, who are said to 
be circulating Congressman Menges' 
•petitions for renomination in this sec­ 
tion, amy the congressman is stronger 
today than he has ever been and that 
they are experiencing no difficulty in 
obtaining signatures to the petitions. 
Friends of D. C. Jacobs, of Arendts­ 
ville, are urging him to enter the con­ 
test against Mr. Menges for the Re­ 
publican nomination for congress and 
the York Gazette and Daily, Demo­ 
cratic organ, says in a prominently 
displayed story on the first page today 
that “it is likely thai tho J acobs petx- j 
tion will be in circulation this week ” 
So far, Mr. Jacobs has declined to pub­ 
licly commit himself. 
His 
friends 
point out that “he is the one man of 
sufficient prominence in the district to 
make good congressional timber and 
at the same time cement all factions 
of the Republican party, and if nomi­ 
nated and elected, he could be depended 
upon to give everybody a square deal.” 
While no candidates have yet come 
to the front for the Republican nomi­ 
nation for the legislature from Adams 
county, it is known that G. R. Thomp­ 
son, of Gettysburg, who won the nomi­ 
nation two years ago; Charles Wills, 
of Greenstone, and Dr. Eugene Elgin, 
of East Berlin, a former member of 
the legislature from Adams county, 
are being urged by their friends to 
enter the campaign. 
Representative 
E. L. Weikert, Jr., of Gettysburg, is 
the only Democratic candidate. 
. On the Republican side, it is known 
that I. L. Taylor and

Markley are seriously considering en­ 
tering the contest from the York-Ad­ 
ams district for delegate to the Re­ 
publican national convention.

The section 
purchased by Mr. A.sfxr ami re­ 
sold to tho Penn Products Cor­ 
poration comprises about 3500 
acres. Sometime ago, 1500 acres 
were sold to the Old Towne Hunt­ 
ing Club, of Carlisle. 
The original numl>er of acres 
in the tract was 5840.

was originally owned by the Ego

Get Loaded Revolver 
When Sergeant Merrifield and Dep- 
•’tv Sheriff John Keller went to Law- 
j rrnce’s shanty to arrest him, Sunday 
o'frrnoon, the officers said they found 
I blood on the elder Lawrence’s hands, 
' clothing and spattered 
around 
the 
floor. 
District Attorney John P. Butt and 
Detective Charles Wilson abo visited 
the Lawrence home on Sunday and 
seined two quart bottles partly filled 
with moonshine, a loaded revolver, 
an axe, two hatchets and shotgun. 
Authorities 
believe that “Christy” 
struck John w th the revolver as the 
butt w'as shattered and pieces of it 
were found in different parts of the 
room bv Detective Wilson. A whiskey 
"lass which was sitting on the table 
w as covered with blood stains and the 
fingerprints on it w'hieh were found 
will be photographed, Detective Wil­ 
son stated, to aid in the establishing 
o f evidence against the former ball 
player. 
When “Christy” was 
taken 
into 
custody, he was still under the in­ 
fluence of liquor, Sergeant Merrifield 
said, ami was unable to tell what had 
happened at his shack. 
He said he 
remembered John asking for a drink 
and his refusal to give him one, but 
could not recall how the younger man 
was beaten.

It was Gladstone who one** stated that it was “the duty of G overn-1 
ment to make it easy for the people to do right, and difficult to do wrong.” - 
It should be the Judge’s pivilege to see that those brought before him are I 
not pushed further into error, and perhaps crime, but kindly encouraged t o ’ 
do the right—to start all over again, in many cases.
